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~ HOADLY NAMED. 


OHIO CHOOSES HIM ON THE SEC- 
OND BawLor. 


An Exciting Couvention With a Full Attendance— 
Thburmen Pleads for Darbin= Ward, but the 
Convention Tarns to Hoadiy as its Choice 
fer Governor—The Procesdivgs. 


Cotumsavus, June 2i.—The democratic state 
convention convened at 10 o'clock this morn- 
ing. There isa larger crowd here than was 
ever seen before on any similar occasion, and 
the opera house was filled to its utmost. The 
weatberis sultry and rainy. The contest. 
between Ward and Hoadley waged fiercely 
during the morning hours. The convention 
was called to order by Clark Irvine, chairman 
of the central committee, all the prelimi- 
nary organizations being dispensed with. Hon. 
John McSweeney, of Wooster, was introduced 
as permanent chairman. As no committees 
were ready to report the convention proceed, 
ed to nomination. 

THURMAN’S PLEA FOR WARD, 

The effurts were made to proceed to ballot- 
ing without names, but aftera long wait, 
Senator Thurman appeared on the stage, 
amidst the wildest enthusiasm. T. E. Powell 
nominated General Durbin Ward, and sec- 
ending Powell, Mr. Thurman made an abie 
plea for the recognition of the services of 
General Ward, warned the convention 
against tying themselves toany one issue, 
and announced that the party had always 
been arrayed against sumptuary legislaticn 
and should continue in that way. The 
names of Messrs. Hoadley and 
Geddes were then presented in order. 
Trouble was reached on the first ballot, when 
Butler county was called. This county had 
a divided delegation, and the result was a 
eallof counties to do away with the limit 
rule, which was carried amid a great confu- 
sion, showing the strength of the leading can- 
didates to beabouteven. The bailot was not 
completed until 1:36 o’clock, and resulted 
as follows: Hoadley 290, Ward 261, Geddes 
77, and Denver 4% 

A RUSH FOR HOADLEY. 

The second ballot proceeded until Butler 
county was reached, when the same trouble 
again ensued. After the call had been con- 
cluded some changes began for Hoadley and 
the greatest excitement prevailed, delegates 
climbing over each other and storming the 
platiorm. Before the result of the ballot 
could be announced a motion to nominate 
Hoadley by acclamation wascarried. He had 
in the neighborhood of 350 votes, 319 
being necessary to a choice. 

Judge Hoadly soon appeared, and accepted 
the nomination ina brief address, during 
which he reviewed his connection with the 
party, and said that although he had wander- 
ed at one time with the republicans to fight 
the battles of the colored race, the democracy 
was broad enough to receive him again. He 
esteemed it a great compliment to be nomi 
nated over mere worthy candidates, and be- 
lieved that the convention would place men 
onthe platform, whose leading principles 
were personal liberty, self control in tem- 


perance matters, and a license system. 
The convention then proceeded to the 
nominatiou of lheutenant governor 


and John G. Warwick, of Stark county, was 
selected by acclamation. Before the ballot 
was concluded, DeWitt Coolman, of Portage 
county, the other candidate, was withdrawn. 

WARD ANNOUNCES HiMSELF FOR THE SENATE, 

The work of the nomination was frequently 
interrupted and delayed. Inthe meantime 
General Ward was brought in, and made a 
speech in which he severely rebuked the 
party for failing to recognize his thirty years’ 
services. Not to be daunted, he announced 
himself publicly as a candidate for United 
States senator. The speech by Judge Geddes 
was in a somewhat different vein, though 
both pledged fealty to the party. Before the 
otber nominations the committee on resolu- 
tions submitted the platform, which was 
adopted: 

THE PLATFORM. 

First—It affirms the principles of the party 
as expressed in the primaries, and the state 
and the national platforms, .n regard to per- 
sonal liberty, the true function of good gov- 
ernment, and as embraced in the political 
creed expounded by the great founder of the 
democratic party, Thomas Jefferson. The ap- 
plication of these principles to our present 
condition demands the purification of the 
“eweage service, the punishment of the rob- 
vers Of the public treasury, the equalization 
of all public burdens, the arrest of profligacy 
and extravagance that corrupts the adminis- 
tration of public affairs, and the total change 
in policy that has so long been pursued 
by the republican party of favoring 
individual and class interest at the expense of 
the laboring and wealth producing people of 
the country, and it repeats the previous de- 
claration for stable money, the gradual ex 
tinetion of the public debt and the payment 
of pensions to disabled soldiers, their wives 
and orphans. Tne seccnd favors a tariff for 
revenue, limited to the necessities of the gov- 
ernment economically administered, and so 
adjusted in its application as to prevent un- 
equal burdens; encourage productive inter- 
ests at home, and afford just compensation to 
labor, but not te create or foster monopolies. 
Third—Condemns the action of the last ses- 
sion of congress in requiring a tariff on Wool. 

THE TEMPERANCE PLANK. 

The fourth section is as follows: ‘‘The 
democratic party is, as it always has been, op 
posed to sumptuary legislation and unequal 
taxation in any form, and is in favor of the 
largest liberty of private conduct consistent 

* with the public welfare and the rights of 
others, and of regulating the liquor traffic 
and providing against the evils resulting 
therefrom, and a judicious and properly 
graded license system.’’ The fifth condemns 
the prison contract labor system. The sixth 
says the protection of the government is due 
to all American citizens—native and foreign 
born—ebroad as well as at home. 
The seventh reaffirms the resolutions of 
the state conventionsof Obio, in 1880, 1881, 
and 1882, and of the democratic national 
conventions, of 1872, 1876 and 1880, demand- 
ing thorough reform and purification of the 
civil services, and charges that the republi- 
can party has violated every pledge it has 
heretofore given for the reform thereof and 
has failed during its long administration of 
the government to correct even the most 
crying abuses and demands _ therefore 
4 change in the executive administration of 
the government itself asthe reform first of 
all necessary, as made more manifest by the 
recent star route trials, thereby ousting the 
corrupt rings confederated to protect crime 
and prevent the punishment of criminals, 
and by so doing to make it gooey to again 
punish fraud and theft in the public service.

THE HILL INVESTIGATION. 


Evidences of Extensive Frauds Vhoongheut the 
Whele Peried ef Hii.’s administrs ° 


Wasuinoron, June 21.—In the Hiil investi- 
ation to-day Mr. Murch was cross examined 
by Hill’s counsel. Witness, while employed 
in Philadelphia, had, in common with other 
workmen, signed the payroll, but never had 
the opportunity tu see the headings of the 
rolls. He was perfectly sure that under th- 
fifteen per cent contracts men were employed 
much longer upon certain work than was nec- 


essary, but at that time he did not know the 
nature of the contracts, and did nut know the 
swindle which was being perpetrated both 
upon the government and the workmen. 

Question—Who do you represent before 
this committee? 

Answer—T. H. Murch alone, and I wish to 
say, and have itgoonthe minutes, that the 
statement attributed to Hill that lam being 
paid by stone cutters is absolutely false. 

Witness added that he was here wholly on 
his own responsibility, and pursuant to a de- 
termination formed in 1877, when he became 
aware of the fraudulent nature of the con- 
tracts which he had worked. 


tempting to connect Hill with these frauds 
the fact that he was a member of the commis. 
sion before which you appeared, and that the 
commission refused to listen to your demands? 

Answer—That is true. The fact that he was 
amember of the commission—that he was 
made aware of the frauds and still persisted 
in his course,is my reason fer connecting him 
with the frauds. 

Question—If the 15 per cent contracts had 
been abrogated, would not the government 
have been compelled to pay the prices which 
your stone cutters would have demanded? 

Answer—We offered to do the work for 
three dollars per day, and Hill, under the 
modified contracts, paid three dollars and fifty 
cents. 

The cross-examination was pursued to great 
length. 

PUTTING THR BLAME ON HILL. 

The witness said the greatest frauds upon 
the Philadelphia building were perpetrated 
after Hill became surpervising architect, and 
after the superintendent bad been put in 
charge by the architect's office, The super- 
intendent was totally incompetent and per- 
mitted the grossest frauds, yet he is in the 
employ of the architect's office now. In re- 
ply toa question by Coleman, the witness 
said his ground of complaint against 
{iill was after having his attention called to 
the gross Sfrauds which were being perpe- 
trated, Hill stili went ahead and made mod- 
ified contracts based upon the fraudulent 
excessive rates which had been paid under 
the 15 per cent contracts. This constituted 
the examination of Murch. 

DEFENDING THE GOVERNMENT. 

Alluding to Coleman’s charges yesterday of 
the lukewarmness of the government in this 
investigation, its failure to employ counsel 
for the prosecution, to summon witnesses, 
produce papers according to requisitions, etc., 
Chairman New, addressing Cuoleman, said: 
“You are as familiar as any of us with the 
laws regulating thedisbursem nts of funds by 
the treasury department, and you 
know that we have no money 
either to pay witness or attorney’s fees. If 
you should go before the grand jury, and pro- 
cure an indictment, then I have no donbt 
you would have every encouragement from 
the administration to which you allude, and 
the department of justice would assume the 
expense of prosecution, but in this case it is 
totally different. 

THE BASIS OF THE INVESTIGATION. 

Mr. New submitted the views of the com- 
mittee upon the scope of the investigation. 
He said the foundation of the investigation 
was the statement made by Mr. Murch in a 
speech in congress, that the office of super- 
vising architect of the treasury was corrupt 
from top to bottom. This led to a correspond- 
ence between the secretary of the treasury. 
and Mr. Murch, and culminated in the desig- 
nation of this committee to investigate the 
question of existing corruption or fraud. The 
committee did not consider that its functions 
extended to investigating former supervising 
architects, or secretaries of the treasury. The 
state of the facts in connection with the 15 
per cent contracts, as stated by Mr. Murch 
was admitted by the supervising architects, 
and not disputed by any body. This admis- 
sion c?vers all the work done under these 15 
per cent contracts, in Boston, Cincinnati and 
elsewhere, and it devolves upon the prosecu- 
tion to show by other evidence or argument 
that the supervising architect was guilty of 
fraud in making such contracts. 

_If there be such glaring frauds as charged 
in this matter, they should be so potent that 
the evidence ef them could be adduced with. 
in a reasonable time, and without prolonging 
the investigation all summer. This com- 
mittee was formed to investigate certain 
charges that are filed with it, ahd we think 
the committee should confine itself to the 
work assigned it. The other charges on file 
will be investigated, but the examination 
must proceed without delay. : 

OTHER EVIDENCES OF FRAUD. 

The case of Manley & Cooper, of Philadel- 
phia, was next taken up, and Mr. Coleman 
statéeé, the charge as follows: The prosecu- 
tion in this case claim that the contracts for 
fire proof shutters for the public buiidings of 
the country have been controlled by certain 
persons, viz: The United States fire proof 
iron safe and shutter company of Boston, and 
since Hill came intu office that it 
has been impossible for any other 
company to compete. In 1882 advertisements 
were made for proposals for iron shutters for 
the public buildings at Cincinnati. The bid 
by the Manley Cooper company was the low- 
est. A representative of the company came 
to Washington, and was approached with a 
bribe from another bidder to withdraw, but 
refused to entertain it, and the company was 
required to perform the most unreasonable 
duty in the manner and terms required for 
the test of their shutters. Notwithstanding 
that the Manley Cooper company bid was 
$21,500 jess than any other, Hill gave a con- 
tract to the company, which had offered 
Manley Cuoper $4,500 to withdraw. Archi- 
tect Hill explained that no test of 
Manley & Cooper's shutters was made be- 
cause the samples furnished were not accord- 
ing tothe specifications, and the contract 
was awarded to their competitor. Hill was 
aware of the charges of Manley & Cooper, of 
attempted bribery, but as they were denied 
he placed no faith in them. The representa- 
tivesof Manley & Cooper occupied a large 
part of the afternoon testifying in detail to 
this transaction. 

IN FAVOR OF THE GOVERNMENT.

Lewis, 
who is probably as well educated as any of 
his race in this vicinity. In fact,if one could 
hear him talk without seeing him, it would 
not be known that he was colored. Lewis, 
who must now be in the neighborhood of 
70 years of age, was raised in Lebanon, Ohio, 
but for fifty years past has been a resident of 
this city. At Lebanon he was a protege of 
old Tom Corwin, and received his education 
under his auspices, the governor sending him 
to the high school at Columbus, Ohio. While 


law library, and read to a great extent there, 
and has kept up his reading as circumstances 
would permit ever since, so that he is thor- 


oughly conversant with all the principles of 
law, and also with the details of most of the 
important cases to be found in the law reports 

Hearing that an eccentric Englishman 
named Samuel Gist had left a large estate to 
nis former slaves in this country, and that 
Lewis was acting asthe legal adviser of the 
legatee, a reporter called upon him at his 
residence and from him heard the tollowing 
interesting story: 

More than a century ago—in fact before the 
revolution through which the United States 
gained their independence—slavery was abol- 
ished in England Samuel Gist, who was the 
owner of more than three hundred of these 
unfortunate people, and who wasalso the 
possessor of large tracts of land in England, 
came tothis country with his two daughters 
and his slaves and purchased two coupties in 
southeastern Virginia, comprising what is 
now known as the ‘‘Dismal swamp,” and also 
a tract of some 3,000 acresof land in Brown 
and Clermont counties in this state. He con- 
tinued to reside in this country until the war 
of 1812, when he emancipated all his slaves, 
and made a will bequeathing 
to them all his property in Virginia and 
Ohio, the same to be held in trust for them, 
his will being recorded in the probate court 
of Highland county, this state. He then re- 
turned to England with oneof his daughters, 
the other having married in Virginia, and 
whu afterward died without issue. In 1815 
Gist died, leaving in trust for his slaves, after 
setting aside a handsome competency for his 
surviving daughter, all his property in Eng- 
land, Not long after this daughter also died 
without issue, and, by will, left her property 
as had her father. It is alleged that the 
trustees, under these wills, instead of con- 
verting the estate of Gist and his daughter 
into money and investing the same for the 
benefit of the slaves aforesaid, after disposing 
of the property, converted the proceeds to 
their own use, and not adoliar was ever re- 
ceived by any of the legatees. 


five years ago, when a Mrs. Hudson, who re- 
sides on Longworth street in this 
upon Lewis and related the story as above 
narrated to him. Mr. Lewis took an interest 
in the matter and visited Brown county, 
where most of the surviving heirs and their 
descendants now reside, where he ascertained 
the fact of Gist’s will being recorded at Hills- 
boro. Hethen visited that place, but was 
not altogether successful in his search forthe 
will, which he was unable to fiud. Returning 
to this city he called a meeting of the heirs, who 
number less than 100, twelve of whom, now 
aged, are of the original slaves emancipated 
by Gist. A central committee was organized, 
and Mr. Lewis chosen as their legal represen- 
tative and given a power of attorney to act 
for them in all matters pertaining to the re- 
covery of the estate. Mr. Lewis then sent 
Mrs. Hudson to London, Ontario, where she 
procured a copy of a certified copy of the 
English will, from which it appears that the 
value of the property left the legatees in that 
country must be somewhere in the neighbor- 
hood of $20,000,000. 

Major Charles H. Blackburn was then re- 
tained, and he visited Hillsboro, where he 
succeeded, after considerable research, in 
findiug the American will, from which it was 
ascertained that Gist left 6,000 acres of land 
in Virginia, and 3,000 in Brown and Clare- 
mont counties, the village of Vienna, Brown 
county, being on this tract. After further in- 
vestigation, and after collecting all evidence 
possible to prove that the parties represented 
by Mr. Lewis were the ones referred to in Mr. 
Gist’s will, it was decided to send en attorney 
to London to institute legal proceedings in 
that country for the recovery of the property, 
and Hon, Thomas A. Logan has been selected 
and will shortly start on his errand. 

Mr. Lewis states that since the commence- 
ment of the investigation which has led to 
the decision to institute legal page 
representatives of the trustees of the esiate 
have been endeavoring to buy up the claims 
of the colored legatees and their heirs,and he 
has sent to each one, as far as they are known 
to him, a notice setting forth that the estate of 
Samuel Gist, of England, who left by will to 
his emancipated slaves all of his land and 
money, has been kept back by designing per- 
sons; that there. is now a probability that it 
will shortly be recovered and settled upon the 
legatees; that he understands that persons are 
trying to buy up the claimants, and notifying 
all the parties that he is theirsole legal repre- 
sentative. Further developments of interest 
to the — may be looked for after the ar- 
rival of Mr. Logan in England.

THE WaStKERN FLOODS. 


The Headwaters of the Misalissippi and The Missourl 
Swelling Their Banka. 

Sr. Louis, June 21.—The river has risen 
about three inches since last night. Advices 
from the north and west note heavy rains 
along both the upper Missouri and Mississip 
pi rivers, and itis now feared that another 
rise of a foot or tyo will come. Should this 
be the case, there wiil be great destruction of 
crops and farm property along all the streams 
in this state. Already a great amount of bot- 
tom land in the Missouri river is overflowed, 
and the cropsareruined. Farmers have been 
forced to abandon their homes for higber 
grounds. The farms opposite Herrman are 
reported to have suffered damage to the ex- 
tent of over $60,000, and other bottom lands 
in the same county sustained like losses.

TSENG'S TALK. 


HE SUMMONS A HERALD MAN TO 
HIS SIDB. 


Aad Pours Into His Bars the Story of Chinese Griev- 
ances Against France— Official Commanics'ions 
a Year Unanswered—The Probsbility cf 
a Wartwith Anuneam-Other Notes. 


New York, June 21.—The Herald publishes 
a Paris dispatch,which says: ‘‘Marquis Tseng, 
who arrived here yesterday from St. Peters- 
burg, has sent for your correspondent and 
made the following communication: ‘I will 
call your special attention to the fact that 
should France force China into war, then it is 
scarceiy possible that with the best intentions 
in the world the Chinese could make any dis- 
tinction between nationalities. The terrible 
consequences of war would fall upon all 
western foreigners alike. Englishmen, 
Frenchmen, Americans and Germans would 
all be placed in thg same category by the 
people of China, whos apply to all the 
designation of ‘yang jen,’ or ‘men from be- 

ond the sea.’’’ In reply to my inquir 
Shathes there had been oa ae in the 
situation since his excellency stated his views 
so fully and clearly to the Herald’s St. Peters- 
burg cOrrespondent, the secretary of the em 
bassy said: ‘‘No; noffe whatever. Our official 
dispatches concerning Tonquin—dispatches 
of the utmost importance—were delivered at 
the French ministry of foreign affairs over a 
year ago and remain to this day unanswered.”’ 
To the question whether communications 
continue on matters not pertaining to Ton. 
quin the answer was made: “Yes. The 
French government occasionally ask us to 
perform some service or Accord some favor in 
other parts of the empire. Such dispatches 
are the only ones thatwe ever receive and 
thev ane at once answered by us; but not one 
of our dispatches on Tonquin has been offi- 
cially noticed by the French for over a year. 
The Chinese government cannot believe that 
the great body ofthe French nation wish to 
fight China or make the peculiar sacrifices 
in commerce, etc., which war would involve. 
‘“‘Suppose,’’ continued the secretary of the 
embassy, ‘‘China were simply to say to 
France, ‘We now break off all diplomatic re- 
lations with you?’ The French consuls would 
in that case have to haul down their flags and 
all French merchants and missionaries would 
have to quit the country, while China would 
mass her troops in. the southern provinces 
next to Annam and await eventualities ”’ 
Marquis Tseng lays stress on the consequences 
of doing in Annam what Russia did in Servia. 
The diplomatic correspondence, copies of 
which were shown to me, prove that diplo- 
macy is the forte of Chinamen. One can 
quite understand. fthat the envoy is,having 
much the best of it, and it is a little wonder 
that his logical and conclusive dispatches re- 
main unanswered, It may be of interest to 
know that Marquis Tseng is forty-three years 
old, in physique slight and slim, his hair coal 
black with mustache and beard. He has 
scarcely any whiskers. His features are ir- | 
regular in repose and not striking, but are 
quite the reverse when he is speaking. When 
his attention is aroused, his eyes sparkle and 
he is full of intelligence. He speaks two 
languages, Chinese and English, and is igno- 
rant, or pretends to be ignorant, of French. 
He always employs an interpreter with 
Frenchmen.

JENKINS AS GOVERNOR. 


His Selection of Major Campbeli Wallace as Super- 
intendent of the State Read. 

Richmond in Augusta Chronicle. 

MARIETTA, Ga., June 20.—Major Campbell Wal- 
lace, one of our railroad commissioners, gave me, 
yesterday, a very interesting and characteristic in- 
cident of the late Charles J. Jenkins, which stri- 
kingly exemplifies the man, and is a good contri- 
bution to the narrative of an uncommon career 
and an unusually noble character. When Mr. Jen- 


kins became governor, in 1866, the State road was 
the most perplexing difficulty of his administra- 
tion. lt had been wrecked in the war. It was 
patched.up bythe federal authorities and had 
been run by them. Everything about 
it was incomplete and defective—tbe road bed in- 
secure, the iron worn out. The bridg:s were make- 
shifts ready to tumble down, the rolling stock worn 
out and inadequate, and the engines cheap, worth- 
less concerns. Belonging to the state, the road as a 
political machine, was the refuge of politicians 
and the nursery for young political sprawn. There 
was always a remarkable demand for places on the 
road in good times, but the war leaving everybody 
impoverished, about half of the people were appli 
cants for positions. Governor Jenkins had a large 
trunk full of applications for the offices of the rail- 
way. It can well be imagined that with as consci- 
entious a man as Governor Jenkins this trouble 
somne piece of red gen ped in good times a hard 
problem to handle, should at the unfavorable 
eriod of which we write, have been infinitely em- 
yarrassing. Governor Jenkins applied to Colonel 
William M. Wadley and ColonelJohn P. King—Mr. 
Wadley then controlling the Central railroad, and 
Mr. King, the Georgia railroad—to recommend a 
suitable superintendent to take the heavy respon- 
sibility. These genuemen recommended Major 
Campbell Wallace. Major Wallace wes a sort oi a 
refugee from Tenuessee, hen farraing on the line 
of the state road. He had valuable experience as 
a railroad manager connecting with our Georgia 
systems. He had handled the trast Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia and Georgia railroad with marked ability and 
decision during the war, showing a wonderful 
skill in moving large bocies of troops, and demon- 
Strating especially thathe had a willof his own, 
and absolute fearlessness in doing what. he 
conceived to be his duty. Major Wallace felt keen- 
ly the reverses of the war, and nad settled down on 
his farm to recuperate his fortunes and get the quiet 
he needed. The offerof the superintendency of 
this important road to him,a stranger, as it were, 
and a newcomer in Georgia, wasa surprise, and 
he deliberated carefully before taking it. The'con. 
ference between Governor Jenkins and Major Wal- 
lace over the matter wasa@ characteristic one on 
both sides, and finely di+played the peculiar traits 
of the two men. Governor Jenkins explained the 
matter fullyand stated that it was giving him 
more treuble of mind than any other subject con- 
nected with his gubernatorial duty. He told Ma- 
or Wallace of his applying to Colonels Wadley and 
ing to suggest a proper railroad man, and of their 
choosing him and he asked him to take 
the place. Major Wallace asked him if he was 
aware that several armies of citizens of Georgia de- 
sired to run this railroad, whoknew nothing what, 
ever of the business, and who would curse the ada 
ministration of Governor Jenkins, fore and aft, if 
he failed to put them on the road. The governor 
pointed to his big trunk packed with applications 
and significantly replied that he was felly posted 
on that point, but asked Major Wallace if he spe- 
cially cared whether his administration would be 
abused On thisaccount. The major frankly replied 
that he should be profoundly indifferent toit. The 
governor laconically reponded, ‘so am I." 

Major Wallace then stated that neither he nor 
any other railroad manager could uaffurd to take 
hold of this road,and could sueceed in putting it 
on its feet unless he could select his own corps of 
skillful and exerienced railroad subordinates, and 
cease running the roadas a school for political 
graduates. he governor warmly assented to this 

olicy and, with earnest emphasis and stronger 

abguage than he was generally accustomed to use, 
he blurted out a reply, the ok of which Was: 

“Major Wallace, take the road and do your duty, 
and let my administrat’on take care of itself .'’ 

He took the management of the road and was sus- 
tained to the letter by Governor Jenkins. The gov- 
érnor recommended one prominent gentleman to 
Major Wallace for a certain place, but the major 
frankly told that genUeman he was not qualified 
forit, and his | ego pa to ite duties would not 
bein the line @his policy. The gentleman then 
taid he did notdesire a ope under such circum- 
ttances and commended the nay dono and from that 
Say to thisa warm friendship has existed between 
the two, Mejor Wallace, with the sharp humor 
ha.ural to him, had a card placed on his Ae stat-

This whole matter illustrates Governor Jenkins’s 
absolute conscientiousness and courage in guard.

Soon after the closing of the season at the 


Upland hotel, in Eastman, Ga., Mr. Heather, 
of 


Hoyt & Heather, the lessees, both of whom 
are well known in botel circles, was taken 
seriously illgwith typhoid fever, and, after 
some weeks of confinement is only slowly 
recovering his health. Nearly a dozen of 
his guests have been gee gro with the same 
disease, and the death of two others has oc- 
curred since they left Eastman for their 
homes in the north, The widespread preva- 
ience of the disease among those who so re- 
centiv came away from this southern resort 
has attracted attention. The village of East- 
man isin the beart of the pine forests of 
Georgia, a region which has always been held 
to possess many virtues for those whoare suf- 
ferers from pulmonary complaints. Scattered 
through it are hotels which have been built 
expressiy for the accommodation of this class 
of customers, and during the winter months 
they are well patronized by invalids and oth- 
ers who feel compelled to flee from their own 
wrthern climate. At Eastman is the 
Uplands hotel, one of the most comfortable 
of this class of hostelries. It was built about 
eight years ago, and belongs to the estate 
of the late William E. Dodge, who 
expended much money in the county bearing 
his pame in the endeavor to make an attrac- 
tive resort for winter visitors The hutel ison 
rising ground, not far from the village station, 
and from its balconies is obtained a command- 
ing view of the surrounding country. The 
arives through the great pine groves, in its 
vicinity, are famous. The warm weather sets 
in about the middle of April, and the season 
for the hotel people is then practically at an 
end. Not laterthan the first week in May all 
these winter hotels are closed up, and from 
that time un'il cool weather again approach- 
es they present as deserted an ap ance as 
the sea shore hotels of the north when the 
November blasts begin to blow. 

About 75 guests were quartered at the Up- 
lands botel on the Istof April. At that time 
the village authorities set to work to drain a 
swampy piece of ground about an eighth of a 
mile from the hotel. A ditch four feet in 
depth and half a mile long was dug through 
the swamp, and into this was collected a body 
of waterthat was dignified with the name of 
astream. Intothis emptied the drainage of 
the hotel, which was first collected in a large 
cesspool at the bottom of the hill and about 
300 feet distant from the hotel buildings. No 
cases of sickness occurred among the horel 
guests during the winter and spring. About 
the time that the season was closing a young 
man named Spencer, of this city, who was 
suffering with a lung trouble, was taken ill 
with symptoms of malarial fever. His mother, 
who was sent for to nurse him, was also 
seized with a similar disease. Mrs. Wood 
bury, of Pittsfield, Massachusetts, was the 
next guest to require medical attendance. 
The Blair family, of Belvidere, New Jersey, 
next called in the house physician to attend 
asonand «a maid servant. All the patients 
had been seized with violent headaches and 
pains at the back of the neck that became 
excrutiating, The Blairs sent north for their 
family physician, and also. for Dr. Clark, of 
Belvidere, a neighbor and intimate friend, 
both of whom hurned~“to Eastman. A spe- 
cial car was chartered, in which the family 
traveled north as rapidiy as they could come, 
bringing Mrs. Woodbury with them. When 
they reached their home a third member of 
the family became ill, - but all have now re- 
covered. There appears to have been no 
consternation creuted among tbe guests by 
these cases following one anouthber so rapidly.

THE BREWING BUSINESS. 

The statistics of beer for the year ended May 
Ist, areat hand. These figures are taken from 
the recognized authority of the brewing inter- 
ests, ‘‘Wing’s Brewers’ Hand-Book for 1883.”’ 
The product of the year is put at 537,832,144 
gallons, being an increase of 22,723,806 gallons 
over the preceding year, or about 4% per 


cent. This aggregate is equivalent to ten gal- 
lons for each man, woman and 
child in the country. A family 


containing five children would therefore have 
to consume about two barrels if it reached 
the average consumption. Georgiais not a 
great brewing state, but she consumed 11,000 
barrels: last year against 2,870 barrels in 
1881-82. ? 

It is plain that prohibition, nor moral sua- 
tion, nor high license, nor anything else is 
having any considerable’ effect on 
the consumption of beer, unless, indeed, a 
decrease in the use of spirituous liquors is met 
by an increase of the beer trade. There is no 
doubt that a general substitution of beer for 
whisky would be beneficial in many ways. 
There would be less drunkenness, less crime, 
even if there was nogreater comfort in house- 
holds that need all the earnings of the head 
If the brewers can show that 
as the consumption of beer increases, that of 
whisky is decreased, they would gain: friends 
in quarters where they have none now. 

The beer state of the union, of course, 


is New York. New York city has 
been called, in fact, the second 
German city. The rate of increase 


was, however, larger in Connecticut than any 
Other state. In ten states and territories less 
beer was sold than in the preceding year, 
namely: lowa, Indiana, Kentucky, Tennes 
see, Louisiana, Nevada, South Carolina, Tex- 
as, Arizona and Wyoming, but in none of 
these was the falling-off considerable. The 
south is not the beer brewing or beer drink- 
ing section. If we leaye Mgssouri out of the 
caiculation, we find that more beer is drank 
in Boston or Cincinnati or even Newark, New 
Jersey, than a!l the rest of the south. Ken- 
cucky, Maryland and Missouri are the beer 
drinking states of the south, and in the other 
thirteen states of this section of the country 
the consumption of beer is comparatively 
insignificant. 


DORSEY AND THE REPUBLICANS. 

When Star-route Dorsey declared his inten- 
tion of pursuing such newspapers as attacked 
him with a libel suit, his threat, or challenge, 
or whatever it may be called, had the effect 
ofstirring up the New York Times. That 
journal informed Dorsey that the verdict of 
acquittal brought in by the trial jury would 
not be accepted by the country as an evidence 
of the innocence of the men who are known 
to have been engaged in robbing the people. 
Thus far, Dorsey bas made no rejoinder, and 
it remains to be seen whether he will carry 
his threat into execution. Should he con- 
clude to do so, he will doubtless be treated to 
a very lively exhibition of the difference that 
exists betweena jury trial in the midst of the 
corrupt surroundings in Washington anda 
trial before a jury of honest men. 


‘~~ -~.-But the point to consider is this: How far 


does the purpose, the temper and the attitude 
of the New York Times represent the repuo- 
lican party? The Times has earned the repu- 
tation of being the leading republican news. 
paper, but this title is capable of explanation. 


: | It isthe Jeading republican newspsper in 
everything that is clean and reputable, but the 
_ geal power of the Times is due to its in- 
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dependence, its manliness and its prompt- 
ness in denouncing all doubtful political 
methods; but it is not the leading republican 
newspaper. That distinction properly be- 
longs to a newspaper printed in Washington 
in the interest of the star route thieves. The 
Times isa great newspaper, but it has not 
for several years either led the republican 
party, or represented it. 

When, therefore, our New York contem- 
porary declares that it will not except the 
verdict of the star route jury as ap evidence 
of the innocence of the thieves, it cannot 
properly be said to speak for the republican 
party any mcre than it does when it denoun- 
ces the outrageous tariff robbery invented 
and perpetrated by the republicans. The 
Times criticises, denounces and comments, 
but its more netable editorials represent the 
views of honest men rather than the views of 
the republican party, and it is frequently 
the case that the organs of the real leaders of 
the party protest most strenuously against 
its views. : 
The Times, with all its ability and humar, 
cannot succeeiin divorcing the ye PR 
party from the star route scandal. Thiss e- 
cies of knavery is not only ef republican ori- 
gin, but it has been carried on*by republicans 
under the fostering smiles of a republican 
administration and with the full knowledge 
of every republican who reads the newspa 
pers. Mrs. Hayes’s husband, who was placed. 
in the white house by fraudulent methods, 
had his attention called to the species of rob- 
bery carried on by the star route thieves, but 
he shut his eyes and smiled, and the thieves 
redoubled their efforts. What republican 
newspaper manifested any indignation when 
Congressman Blount, of Georgia, the active 
member of a house committee of investiga- 
tion, brought the star route robbery to the 
attention of the country? 

No. The Times is both able and humorous, 
but when it makes an effort to disgust the re- 
publican party as it is now officered and 
managed (and asit has been officered and 
managed for a number of years) with knavery 
in any shape or form, it at once drops into 
humorthat is more peculiar than American. 
So far as Dorsey is concerned, he is a republi- 
can leader. He possesses qualities that fit 
him for such a position, and not the least of 
these qualities is unscrupulousness. He has 
been indorsed by the party, and he has been 
congratulated by the most prominent repub- 
licans. No lessa personage than the presi- 
dent ‘of the United Statas presided at a ban- 
quet given in Dorsey’s honor and congratu- 
lated him on the success of his crooked metb- 
ods. Does the Times suppose that his career 
as astar-route thief isany less disreputable 
than his campaign of bribery in Indiana? 

Mr. Dorsey is no worse now than when 
President Arthur indorsed him at a banquet 
given in‘his honor by men whom he had 
helped to office. He is just as necessary to 
republican success as he ever was, and the 
joyful demonstrations of Washington repub- 
l.cans at his acquittal shows the true nature 
of republican sentiment. Let the Times be 
humorous, but not too humorous. 
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TAE NEW HAMPSH:iRE DEADLOCK. 

The opposition to Mr. Rollins, in New 
Hampshire does not come wholly from dem- 
ocratic sources. He is the caucus nominee, 
and the legislature is strongly republican. 
We give below the approximate strength of 
the parties engaged in the deadlock:

Rollins got on Wednesday, 125 votes, and 


Mr. Bingham, the democratic candidate, 121 
voies. The irregular republican candidates 
had in all told 75 votes. 165 votes were re- 
quired to make an election on Wednesday, 
when the first joint ballot was had. 

The anti-ring republicans are very determ- 
ined in their opposition to both Rollins and 
Blair, who are the two bosses of New Hamp- 
shire. No one outside of the republican 
ring in that state will be apt to regret the de- 
feat of either, for both are men of narrow 
views and bitter prejudices. ‘‘New Hamp- 
shire’ says the republican Boston Transcript, 
‘‘is the stamping ground of conspicuous little 
men.’’ Itmay not have any statesmen that 
it can call into the public service, but it cer- 
tainly has men who are something more and 
better than ‘‘organizers.’’ 

The present protest in the 
Granite state is similar to the protest in 
Pennsylvania that will soon culminate in 
the retirement of Don Cameron from the 
senate, and to similar movements in nearly 
allof the strong republican states. As we 
write the chances are that Mr. Rollins will be 
permitted to enjoy the sweets of private 
life. 


THe Philadelphia Times says the trade dollar, 
though worth more, will not sell for as much _— 
standard dollar. And yet the political economists 
in the pay of the monometal maniacs will tell you 
by the column that the stamp—the fiat—of the gov- 
ernment adds nothing to the value of money.

I'ue increase of speed in American trotting 
horses during the last decade, due to careful selec- 
tion and breeding, has been remarkable.

while in 1871 there were 99 horses that could trot 
in 2 27, there was Only one that could make a mile 
in 2.17. In 1874 there were five horses who could 
do this, and in 1889 fourteen. But additional speed 
was obtained, for beginning with 1874, there was 
oue horse that could trot in 2.15, two horses in 1877 
that accomplished this, and in 1880 this number was 
increased to six, and over-topping that, one animal 
that made her milein211l1. About two seconds to 
the mile have been gained by the trotting horse ia 
every three years since 1871, and it is believed that 
the fastest horse of 1890 will trot his or her mile in 
about 2.08, 


Two Boston boys, about six or seven years 
ago, went to California, concluded after ashort halt 
that they had not found just what they wanted, 


“wandered about awhile, found ‘‘a low green vyal- 
ley’’ among_the hills of northern Guatemala, high 
enough up from the general face of *‘good mother 
earth’’ (3,800 feet) to make a good climate, squatted, 
purchased their sovereignty over the acres, and set 
the Indians at work at eighteen centsaday. They 
harvested lust year about eight tons of coffee, it be- 
ing the fourth year from beginning. This year 
their harvest has been twenty-five tons, and next 
year they expect a full yield of fifty tons. In har- 
vesting their crop this year, they have proven their 
ability to dry the berry by ariificial heat, and the 
business of the partuer now traveling is to con- 
struct drying apparatus of sufficient capacity to 
work their whole crop next year. This is a very 
important discovery for the coffee industry, for it 
has been said that drying by artificial heat injured 
the color of the coffee, but the price realized by 
this firm for their crop this year—17 centsa pound— 
negatives that assertion. 


COMPLETE statistics of marriage in Boston 
during the year 1582 have been compiled, showing 
the marriages registered to be 4,631, the most of 
these occurring in November and thesmallest num 


berin March. Of the 3,998 grooms who were wed- 
ded for the first time 245 married widows, and 3 
married brides who had been twice- widowed. 
There were 583 grooms who were married for the 
second time. Of these 418 married spinsters, 160 


were united to widows and 5 mDaar- 
ried brides who had been twice 
widowed. Ofthe 46grooms who had been twice 


widowed 28 married spinsters, 14 married widows 
and 4 were united to brides who had lost two hus- 
bands. Of the 4 grooms who were over 70 years of 
age, 2 married spinSters and 2 married widows. Of 
the 84 minor grooms, 4 were 18 years of age, 26 were 
19 years. and 61 were 20 yearsold Ofthe 62 minor 
brides, 4 were 15 years of age,.13 were 16 years, and 
45 were 17 yearsofage, There were 114 marriages 
of which both grooms and brides were colored, 23 
of which the grooms were colored, aud the wrides 
white, and there Was an instance of the marriage of 
an Indian to acolored bride.

THE FIGHT AGAINST PLEASANTS. 


& Tart Message to Velonel Jack Krows—Darnell’s 
Keeonsideration Not te Connt. 
Special Cor. Savannah Daily Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 19.~—The prospect of a personal 
encounter between some of the parties interested in 
the Savannah collectorship grows better every day. 
Colonel Jack Brown, who claims to represent the 


Longstreet faction of the republican party in Geor- 
gia, has opposed the appointment of Collector 
Pleasants with a persistency that is rarely equaled.

Brown is accused of defeating the approval 
of the last bond-filed by Pleasants, and naturally 
the latter does not feel very friendly towards 
Brown, as the following letter, received to-day, in-

SAVANNAH, June13.—Colonel Jack Brown, Wash- 
ington, D. C.: Iam apvrised of your infamy, but 
will get even with you in the future. 

L. M, PLEASANTS. 

The above letter was shown to the various treas- 
ury officials, including the secretary, by Brown to- 
day. He ealled particular attention to several 
words that were capitalized, which under a strict 
construction of the rules of orthography, should 
not have been. Brown says: “If a white man 
should send me such a letter, I would shoot him 
like a dog, but as Pleasants is not, I am undecided 
how to act.’’

Singular 
that the adoption oi the district voting 
system, forced on the party by Blaine 
to beat the stal warts, should now be 
turned to their benefit. Ifthe unit rule still pre- 
vailed. Arthur might have found tne seventy-two 
votes of New York againsthim. As itis, he is cer- 
tain ofagood share of the delegates if he should 
fail to get them all on a reconstruction end harmo- 
ny basis.

As if to second the above the Augusta 
Chronicle declares that ‘the sensational gentiemen 
who have written up truck farming, ought to in- 
terpret some of the wailsand imprecations of the 
victims of misplaced confidence. We judge from 
sundry reports in many quarters, that truck farm- 
ing bas not proved the bonanza it was heralded to 
be. Tn answer to all this the Americus Recorder 
SAay>. 

The Recorder pleads guilty to the charge of hav- 
ing encouraged truck farming in southwest Geor- 
gia. but it does not offer an apology with its plead- 
ing, for notwithstanding that some of those who 
have experimented this year have not made the 
money they expected, and in some cases have lost 
money, we believe they will be benefitted in the 
end in more ways than one 

Few, if any, have neglected /their other crops for 
truck farmiog, and their experiments have cost 
them litde. There are several reasons why truck 
farming has not paid new hands at the business as 
well as those who have been engaged in it for years. 
Ore reason is their lack of experience, their being 
unacquainted with the best modes of shipping and 
th nature of the different markets. In no business 
does the beginner reap as large a reward as doesthe 
older and more experienced, and truck farming is 
no exception to the rule. Because the Atlanta 
market 1s glutted is no reason for supposing that 
all markets are gilutted, for Atlanta and 
its merchant's being known in every section of the 
state, it has received consignments from every rag 
ping point. There are plenty of good markets in 
the smaller cities of the north and west that would 
be glad to get our products, and another year there 
will be more scattering shipments and less concen- 
tration on a few points. One reason of loss is that 
the truck farmers were s0 anxiousto make all the 
profits (forwhich they are not to be blamed) that 
they would not sell at reasonable figures to buyers 
for shipment, preferring to ship them- 
selves, and being unacquainted with the state of 
the various markets, often got their products into 
a full market, when other markets would have paid 
a great deal better. We believe our truck farmers 
wi.l find it more profitable to sell their produce to 
buyers at bome than to ship for themselves, for the 
reason thata man who makesita business to buy 
toship will more carefully watch the markets and 
can ship with more discretion and to a better profit 
than the producer. One thing truck farmers have 
learned, and that is that to get good prices 
they must have a good article and getitearly into 
market. and we believe another year will see better 
and earlier vegetables sentinto market. Railroad 
transportat'on has not been as rapid or as cheap as 
it should have been; but the railroads, like the far- 
mers, are new at the business, and will probably do 
better another year. Truck farming has been a pre- 
fitable business for Georgia in this respect—it has 
shown our own people new things in regard to the 
capabilities of our soil and has shown to the people 
of the north that Georgia land isasrichin its pro- 
auciiveness as the black prairie soil which has for 
eo long been regarded as being withoutan equal. 
This showing, connected with our genial clime, 
cannot fail to attract a steady immigration of farm- 
ers from the north, the very class we most need, 
whose industry combined with that of our planters 
will make south Georgia the most productive agri- 
cultural section in the union and its lands the most 
valuable. No, we have no regrets that we have 
ureed our farmers to diversify their industry by 
raising truck, for we yet believe thatit will prove 
amost profitable departure from the all cotton 
plan. Andin that day we do not expect that the 
people will rise up and call us blessed, for about 
that time the papers which are now loud in their 
lamentations over the failure of truck farming 
will claim to be the “‘only originel’’ inventors of 
the truck farming. 

ADVICE ON SHIPMENTS. 

Some good advice isgiven by the Thomasville 
Enterprise, which will be worth money to truckers 
of intelligence and pluck: 

A large quantity of vegetables received in the 
iorthern market from the south were of poor quali- 
ty and poorly packed. In cons2quence those waich 
arrived in comparatively good condition were of 
siittle value, while those which were originally good 
had so deteriorated through decay and exposure as 
to be worthless. it seems thatin the anxiety to get 
vegetables off rapidly, so as to make as early sales as 
possible, mauy farmers paid little attention 
either to the kind of products 
shipped by them or the mannerin which such pro- 
ducts were packed. This will always prove a fatal 
mistake. In shipping early vegetables to long dis- 
tance, and especially to points at which active com- 
petition is to be expected, truck farmers cannot be 
toocareful to select the best they can find,and see to 
it that they are properly packed. Timeand wisdom 
in these particulars will always pay in the end,and 
even if returns are somewhat delaved thereby,they 
will always be more satisfactory. We donot know 
that any of our farmersin this immediate locality 
have rendered theinselves amenable to losses 
through carelessnessin this respect, still itis an 
interesting subject well worth being brought to 
their attention. 

in explanation of the failure of prices in some 
instances the Enterprise says: The cold weather of 
the past winter, and the lateness of the spring so 
retarded the season in the south, that the truck- 
growers of Virginia and other states north of us, 
were enabled to compete with those of the further 
south, to greater extent than usual. Hence there 
have been heavy shipmeuts from Norfolk and 
other more northern peris, which arrived in the 
uoridern cities about the same time that a large 
proportion of the early vegetables from this region 
were received, and this caused the market to be 

lutted and a decided decline in price to be 

rougbt about, This was, of course, beyond the 
power of man to con'rol. 
THE TRUCK INDUSTRY INCREASING. 

The fooly Vicdicator, published in the heart of 
the truck tenitory, says: 

The cultivation and shipping of truck, and truck 
farming in Georgia, especially in middle and south- 
west Georgia, is inc-casing in interestand extent. 
The industry isa new one and is necessarily exper- 
imental, and the results of this year’s operations 
will have much to do with future efforts to continue 
the industry. The cultvation of fruits is receiving 
increased attention in many seculons of the country 
where there is railroad transportation convenient, 
We are unable to say whether this branch of indus- 
try comes under the head of truck farming or not 
as the term “‘truck’’ is recently coined and is of a 
limited doubtful signification, but we are of the 
opinion that fruit culture is closely connected with 
truck farming if itdoes not belong in the same 
class. However, this may be, both branches seem 


to be growing in importance, and if the increase 


for the next few years, over this, is equal to this 
year over last, the business will be immense. 

We gather some interesting items 
from Jack Plane’s article on truck 
farming in Houston county to the Savannah Mora- 
ing News. He finds the soil in this great old county 
well adapted to this industry and the people ac- 
tively engaged in raising fruits and vegetables and 
shipping them to nortbera and western markets 
with favorable results. He puts down the area at 
Perry devoted to the industry at five hundred and 
ninety acres; Fort Valley, four hundred acres; 
Powersville, one hundred and forty acres; Byron, 
two hundred and twenty-nine acres, making 
&t these points in vegetables and watermel- 
ous thirteen hundred and fifty-nine acres. Mr. 8 
H. Rumph, of Willow Lake nursery, leads in fruits, 
having one hundred and forty aeres in peach or- 
chards, sixty acresin nursery, ten acres in straw- 
berries, making two hundred and ten acres in 
fruits, Thisadded to the thirteen hundred and 
S{ty-nine will make fifieen hundred and +ixty-nine 
acres at five points in Houston county devoted 
to truck farming, a good showing for a 
giuving. Mr. Rumph keptan account of the straw- 
berries gathered from one acre, and found that it

A Confederate Commissionary Kelates an Interesting 
Anecdote of 4.H, ®&tephena. 
From the National Republican. 

One winter evening during the last session 
of congress | made the acquaintance, in a ho- 
tel corridor, of one of the most peculiar char- 
acters that it has been my good fortune to en- 
counter during my residence in Washington 
for several years. He wasa native of Athens, 
Tenn., had lived for several yearsin Georgia, 
and had known both Mr. Hill and Mr. Steph- 
ens many years quite intimately. By profes- 
sion he was alawyer. I never met a man 


who possessed such a prodigious mem- 
ory tor dates and figures. During our 
conversation he cited many points of 


law from more or less eminent authorities, 
viving volume, page and paragraph without a 
moment’s hesitation. He was alsoa claim 
agent. I soon learned that his knowledge 
was by no means confined tolaw books: he 
was equally well informed upon the ancient 
and modern history, English, French and 
American literature and politics—what fact 
in American politics, pas, present and near 
future, he did not kaow was not worth re- 
cording or remembering. As to anecdote, he 
was full and ruuning over. Amusing stories 
would bubble up between his paragraphs of 
sober facts in a manner quite astonishing. 
This individual was introduced to me as 
Major H., formerly of the confederate army. 
In appearance he was tall and commanding. 
His head was long, his hair was iron gray, 
and the only beard he wore was a thin mus: 
tache. His eyes were black and peculiar. 
While he related some sober fact or made a 
quotation they were still and thoughtful, 
usually directed away from his listener; but 
when he had some funny anecdote to tell he 
would pull nervously at his mustache and 
throw his flashing, twinkling orbs straight 
into your Own in a manuer never to be for- 
gotten. I have often wondered how this man’s } 
eyes would look when expressing anger. 
His dress was very striking. A high silk 
bat—damaged a little—covered his long head 
({ mean to buy thatarticle the next timel 
encounter the major). He wore acloak, an 
ordinary pair of trousers, and his feet were 
encased in ‘‘gum shoes.’’ This completed his 
attire—visible attire—with the exceptionof u 
paper collar. 
After we bad conyersed—he didn’t allow 
me many words—upon various topics for half 
an hour or longer, the major suddenly drop- 
ped into the late rebellion. Now, I thought, 
1 shal Shave a feast of stories and new facts, 
and he did give me several really good yarns 
which have doubtless never been printed He 
also stated several circumstances which the 
numerous ‘‘listorians’’ of the late rebellion 
failed to incorporate in their works. These 
he swore to. They will doto keep for the 
present.’ 
One characteristic of my peculiar acquaint- 
ance I have failed to mention. He was very 
fond of tobacco, and during his talk would 
spit about every half sentence. Whisky he 
was alsoan admirer of, though he seldom 
used it to excess. 
“Major,” I said, ‘‘as you have known Mr. 
Alex. Stephens a long time, perbaps you can 
te]l me some episode in bis long career which 
will amuse the general public. Will youtry 
to recall one?’ 
He thought a moment, and then suddenly 
exclaimed, evidently recalling some very 
amusing event: 
‘*Majjer?”’ and burst into a loud laugh, 
“What in the world does ‘majjer’ mean?’ 
I inquired in astonishment. 
‘Let's get some cigars,’’ he said, ‘‘and I'll 
tell you about it,” 
In afew moments we were sgain seated, 
and Major H— began: 
“Those were durn sorry times for the south- 
ern confederacy. In the year 1864 | was in 
the commissary department, and southeast- 
ern Virginia was about the worst section I 
ever saw for bread, meat and molasses. Our 
troops were hungry nearly allthe time, and 
it was hard work to scrape together enough to 
prevent starvation, It was actually some- 
times the case that I fully realized that suf- 
ficient unto the day wasthe grub thereof, 
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occasions, for I’ve started out often with a 
squad of menin search of corn and meat 
when there was not enough in the neighbor- 
hood for the next meal, I usually got 
something, however. General —— once said 
to me, when I bad secnred a lot of stuff when 
hardup: ‘Major, I don't understand it. It 
seems sometimes as if yon had only to stamp 
your footand take a drink to summon from 
the devil knows where two or three wagon 
loads ef stores.’ This encouraged me, ot 
course, to greater efforts. 1 had a way of get- 
ting on the good side of the country women, 
and it would bave done you good to see how 
they would bring out sides of meat from hid- 
ing places after I had interviewed them pri 
vately. I had with me an Irishnian who was 
also quite successful sometimes. He was not 
a bad looking m+n and had a head full of wit 
and asmooth tongue. He was with me al. 
most constantly. 

“One day [ went to Richmond on some bu3- 
iness. My Irish friend accompanied me. We 
had gone around the city some time making 
private purchases and having a good time 
generally, when I was astonished one day by 
a summons to report at once to the vice-pres- 
ident, Alex. Stephens. ‘What the devil does 
he want?’ said Pat (I’ll call him Pat) when I 
told him. ‘D—dif I know,’ was my reply. 
‘Come on!’ He didn’t want to go, though he 
did go all the same. 

“When we reached the vice-president’s 
apartments I reported to the sentinel my 
business. That sounds strange, doesn’t it— 
‘business.’ : 

“Mr. Stephens was alone and in a bad 
humor. His black eyes had an ominous. 
glitter in them. Pat was scared. (I didn’t 
tell you ‘Pat’ was an officer; he was, though, 
and a good one.) Mr. Stephens had a pen in 
his long, bony little fingers. His face was 
careworn and sallow; his manner was 
nervous; he was troubled. 

‘*‘When we had seated ourselves at his bid- 
ding be began to inquire into the condition 
of our troops; whether we bad many stores; 
what the conditions of the country wasin the 
southeast, and many other questions about 
the commissary department. Pat didn’t open 
bis mouth, He had never before seen the 
vice president, and the terrible eyes set in his 
head, his litthe body and bony hands. Pat 
would have given up his commission to have 
gotten outofthatroom. Ithinuk I never saw 
any one so nervous as he was. 

“IT answered the vice-president the best I 
could. My replies were not calculated to 
lessen hisill-humor. Wherf I had finished 
he commenced fairly to boil. God, those 
eyes. Ail hesaid 1 will not tell you. Itis 
enough that he did not like the way things 
were going. He differed with somebody. 
Finaity he rang a beil, and his servant enter- 
ed. You know what a sharp, shrill voice 
that man has. You should have heard it 
upon that occasion. There’s no describing it. 

‘**Jim,’’ said the vice president. (The ne- 
gro appeared not at all moved by his mas.

cle! Darn if I didn’t feel for Pat.) ‘Jim, 
hand me that candle there,’ pointing to the 
mantlepiece, ‘‘give me that candle.”’ 

“The servant obeyed, and left the room. 
When the door was shut, the vice-president 
arose, took hold of the tallow dip by the cen- 
ter and stretched out his thin arm.

‘‘He added something else—you may guess 
the comparison he made.

PETERS WON’T B& BOTHERED. 


The Clty Council Retuses to Allowthe New Street 
Rallrosd to Use Peters Street. 

In response to a call issued by Mayor Good- 
win yesterday morning, there was a special 
session of the city council. The local legisia- 
tors convened in the mayor's office at 10:30 
o'clock and were called to order by his honor 
the mayor who stated that he had called the 
meeting in obedience to the request of several 
councilmen, and thatthe object of the meet- 
ing was to consider the action of 
the council at its last session touching the 
rightof the Atlanta and West End street 
railway, to traverse Peters street from its junc: 
tion with Walker street to the city limits, 
To the roll call there were responses from A|- 
dermen Lowry, Healy and Mecaslin, and 
Councilman Lbrotherton of the first ward. 
Councilman Dunning, of the second ward, 
Councilman Day of the third ward, and 
Councilmen Howell and Longley of the 
fourth ward. The absentees were CounciJ/man 
Gray of the first, Councilman Ryan of 
the second, Councilman Adamson, of the 
third and Councilmen Reynolds and Haiman 
of the fifth ward. The resolution which was 
passed by the city council at its last meeting 
in Which the right to traverse Peters street 
was granted the company was taken up by a 
resolution introduced by Councilman Broth- 
erton revoking that right.. The introduction 


ot Councilman  Brotherton’s resolution 
led to a general discus- 
sion in which all present took part, 


The petition of citizens residing and doing 
business on that portion of the street upon 
which the company desires to lay its track 
was examined and the names attached thereto 
were read. The petition ofthe company was 
given the same inspection, and after consider- 
able discussion Councilman Brotherton’s reso- 
jution, revoking the right granted them to 
traverse Peters street, was passed by the unan- 
imous vote of those present. This action of 
the council wiil cause a material change in the 
programme of the company and put them to 
considerable trouble. ‘They have already 
done a great deal of work and are now ready 
to eater the city with their construction 
force at or near the point at which they con- 
templated striking Peters street. The action 
of the council will now compel them to cross 
the corporation line at some other point. 
They will now likely pass along 
Green's Ferry avenue keeping 
entirely on the north side of Peters 
street. The council was actuated in repeal- 
ing its former action by the urgent request of 
citizens along the street. These gentlemen 
assert that the street has been handsomely 
macadainized and is now a beautiful and at- 
tractive drive and that the horse car track 
will spoil not only the drive but the street. 
In addition to this they declare. that 
the existence of the track will drive 
trade away from the street by compelling 
country wagons to seek another entrance to 
the city. The petitioners adverse to the 
planting of the road on that street go so far 
in theiredeclaration as to say that the street- 
car track on twat street will drive the cotton 
trade seeking the city by that route entire] 
away from Atlanta, Believing that the peti- 
tioners’ representation was a true one 
and that the street car com- 
pany could enter the city equally well by an- 
other route, the council complied with the 
request ofthe citizens. 

‘his legislation will inconvenience the 
street car company a good deal, but will not 
be fatal to their plans, Originally they con- 
sidered Green’s Ferry avenue theirroute, and 
they will now probably act upon their first 
plans. The route is being worked diligently, 
and the iron will 4, reaching Atlanta

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A STORY THAT A LITLLE GIRL 
TOLD HER MOTHER. 


A Daughter of Dr, Cook, the Veterlaary Surgeon, 
tne Vistim—The Accused in Jail andto Have a 
Preliminary Tiial To-Day—A Ratner 
Blogviar Story That is Told, Bic. 


Late yesterday afternoon Captain Couch 
and Officer Glower were seen passing duwn 
Alabama streetin the direction of the city 
prison. Between them there walked a tall, 
fine looking man whose general bearing told 
the observer plainly that he was a prisoner, 
and that his situation was to him a new one. 
Almost immediately after the trio passed 
from sight in their march prisonward a ru- 
mor that a foul crime had been committed 
followed. 
said, was the work of the man so closely 
guarded by the two policemen and was of 
such a character that it spread rapidly. 

Captain Couch’s.prisoner was W. A. Bright- 
well, whose home has been in Atlanta for two 
years. The crime laid to him by the warrant 
upon which he was arrested was rape. His 
alleged victim is atwelve year old daughter 
of Dr. J. N. Cook, Atlanta’s veterinary sur- 
geon, whose home is 95 Loyd street, and the 
crime is alleged to have been perpetrated 
about ten days ago at the little girl’s home. 
As the rumor went iis rounds so shocking 
was the story that many persons expressed 


their opinion freely. In factso free became 
these expressions that Chief Connoily became 


alarmed for the safety’ of his 
charge, and within a few min- 
utes after his incarceration in 


the city prison, he caused Brightwell to be 
removed to the county jail, where he would 
be safer from any violence shouid any of the 
threats freely circulating be attempted. 

Whether or not there is any real foundation 
for the change which placed the accused in 
jail, a trial alone will tell. Dr. Cook, the 
father of the little girl, is satisfied beyond a 
doubt that Brightwell has ruined his daugh- 
ter, while Brightwell with equal emphasis de- 
nies the charge. 

From the statement made by Der. Cook it 
appears that he and Mr. Brightwell have been 
living in the same house for some time past. 


half years of age and the other twelve years 
of age. Night before last Dr, Cook 
and his wife went away from home 
leaving their domestic affairs in the charge of 
their eldest datighter and a Miss Sloan, a 
young lady sixteen years old, who is their 
guest. Soon after their departure, so the story 
goes, Mr. Brightwell began attempting an in- 
timacy with the doctor’s eldest daugl:ter, 
which so enraged and frightened her that, she 
took her little sister and went toa neighhor’s 
house. This was about dark, and soon after 
their departure, Mr. Brightwell followed them 
and begged them to return. The children 
both refused to go back and remained avray 
until near bedtime, when they went back 
home. In the hall way they met Mr. Bright- 
well who caught the child in his arms and 
kissed her. ‘This so angered the girl that she 
spat in his face, and at the same timeslapped 
him on the cheek. About this time Miss Sloan 
appeared in the hall and prevented a further 
scene if any would have occurred. It appears 
from Dr. Cook’s statement that Miss Sloan 
witnessed Mr. Brightwell’s conduct, and 
after she had inducted the two children into 
their bed room and the two had retired, she 
instructed the child to tell her mother. The 
little girl then informed Miss Sloan that she 
was afraid to tell her mother, and added that 
Mr. Brightwell had done worse than try to 
kiss her. Actuated probably by curiosity 
Miss Sloan asked ihe child what she meant 
whereupon the little girl detailed a most re- 
volting story in which she declared that Mr. 
Brightwell had outraged her one night last 
week on the front porch of the house. Im- 
mediately after breakfast yesterCay morning 
Miss Sloan sought an early opportunity to 
repeat the story to the child’s mother. As 
soon as Mrs. Cook heard the story she ques- 
tioned her daughter and from her lips re- 
ceived the same information, which Miss 
Sioan had imparted at’ noon. Dr. Cook 
reached home and was instantly informed of 
the alleged occurrence. He immediately 
sought Brightwell’s part of the dwelling, but 
he was not in. Then the father questioned 
his daughter, and from her heard the story. 
The little child said te her father that one 
night last week she was at home alone with 
her little sister—her father and mother haying 
gone tocburch, That after putting her baby 
sister to bed she went on the porch where Mr. 
Brightwell was. Brightwell was sitting in a 
chair and the child was standing near 
him. He began playing with 
her, and finally, against her 
will and despite her resistance accomplished 
bis purpose. Feeling that the outrage was 
more than he could bear Dr, Cook, atthe 2on- 
clusion of the story, sought Mr. Brightwell, 
but beore finding him he became more calm 
and solicitor General Hill was visited and ac- 
quainted with the facts. Ofcourse this gen- 


tleman advised the warrant and 
Dr. Cook went directly to Judge Butts office 
and swore out the warrant ¥ upon 


which the arrest was made. While the war- 
rant was in the hands of Captain Couch 
Dr. Cook procured Drs. Westmoreland and 
Ridley who made an examination of the 
child, which examination gavea foundation 
for the truth of the child’s story. 

Soon after Mr. Brightwell was placed in 
the city prison his wife appeared and making 
known her relationship asked per- 
mission to see the _ prisoner. Chief 
Connolly could not deny her request, and 
leading the weeping lady to the cell stepped 
away. Mrs. Brightwell’s eyes were filled with 
tears, and when they fell upon her husband 
behind the bars, charged with the beinous 
crime, she said: 

“This is nice place for you. If I thought 
you were guilty 1 would leave you forever.” 

“But I am not guilty, darling,’ was the 
reponse made by the prisoner busband. 

“I know you are not,’ was her response. 
“T saw that girl and young Green come from 
the cellar to-day—’’ 

‘Hush, don’t say anthing here, but see 
General Gartrell and tellhim all. You know 
as well asl do that | am not guilty.” 

“Of course I do. They only want to ex- 
tract money from us.’’

Receipts a Little Short of 150,000 Bales—Cnuses of 
Savannah's Recent Decline 

The meeting of the Savannah cotton ex- 
ebange last Wednesday to consider the re- 
cent decline in the cotton receipts of that 
port has attra¢ted the attention of the cotton 
trade all tie Georgia and throughout the 
country generally. 

A few weeks ago Galveston passed Savan- 
nah and took rank next to New Orleans and 
usurped Savarinah's place as the second port 
in the country. Naturally the Savannah

Yesterday a ConstiruTion man talked with 
a gentleman well informed in the movements 
of cotton, and asked if he 
thought Atlanta stood in any 
aauger from the causes which affected Savan- 


nah deleteriously, “I do not,’”’ was 
the reply. ‘The pooling system, 
it seems to me operates 


rather to the advantage of the interior towns 
as against the ports.’’ 

‘‘What- will Atlanta’s receipts be for the 
season just closing?’’ 

‘We comnted on 200,000 bales but will get 
hardly so many, The total will fall some- 
where between 146,000 and 148.000 bales.” 

‘‘How do you | account for Savannah’s de- 
cline?’ 

“There have been three reasons for it. 
First, the low quotation. That properly un- 
derstood would not have much 
influence, but when Charleston 
is offering 19% for ordinary and Savannah 
only 10it naturally goes to Charieston. A 
better grade of cotton goes to Charleston, and 
what would be ordinary there might be good 
ordinary or middling in Savannah. This rea 
son has more effect than you would suppose. 
The second cause is probably due to the low 
freights given to Norfolk. Cotton is carried 
from this country to Norfolk for 56 a bun- 
dred, while 45 is charged to Suvannahb. 
Norfolk is 600 miles over the mountains and 
Savannah is only|300 miles on aa easy run. 
Not counting the) difference in the distance 
there is another disadvantage for Norfolk 
thus overcome for the same motive power 
that would carry 12 cars 300 miles toward 
Norfold would carry 20 cars to Savannah. 
Norfolk has many natural advantages bésides 
this artificial one., She is enabled to com- 
mand the territory from Memphis to New 
Orleans by means of the railroad 
systems that “radiate from her. Tha Coast 
line, the Richmond and Danville, the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia, and the 
Chesapeake and Ohio give her easy access to 
that vast territory 'and mat: hless facilities for 
reachingit. Asa port her advantages are 
even more striking. She is on the direct line 
to Liverpool. Sheis north of Hatteras and 
gets cheaper insurance on that account. She 
has low ocean ratds, so low that they more 
than counteract the 11 centsadditional inland 
freight from this territory. ‘I'he third reason 
for Savannah’s decline is found; I suppose, in 
the superior enterprise of Charleston mer- 
chants. They seem somehow to handle the 
cotton better, and their reputation for doing 
so has diverted some of Savyannah’s former re- 
ceipts.”’ 

‘Are there not special reasons for the gain 
of Galveston?” 

‘“Yes. The enormous crop of Texas ac- 
counts in some measure for that. Galveston 
is holding her own and gaining among 
southern ports because she has a vast terri- 
tory that cannot be taken from her. It sup- 
plies an excellent cotton too, better than that 
which goes to New Orleans. This side of Gal- 
veston the cotton movements indicate a shift- 
ing toward the North Atlantic. New Or- 
leans lost first. Then Mobile lost heavily. 
Savannah is complaining now, and Charles- 


ton, though kea@ping relatively ahead 
of these towhs by her enter- 
prise, is losing by competition 


with Norfolk, Thig seems to be the drift of 
cotton and it may be that railroad combina- 
tions are promoting) it.’’ 

“Where does most of Atlanta’s cotton go?” 

‘To Charleston, ‘There are three natural 
ports for it, Charleston, Norfolk, and Savan- 
nah. Charleston has managed to gain con- 
trol of the bulk of it and seems determined 
by the activity and enterprise of her mer- 
chants to hold it.”
